Record close signals 
that U.S. is healing 
after the recession 

New York 

The stock market is back. 

Five and a half years after the 
start of a frightening drop that 
erased $11 trillion from stock port- 
folios and made investors despair 
of ever getting their money back, 
the Dow Jones industrial average 
has regained all the losses suffered 
during the Great Recession and 
reached a new high. The blue-chip 
index rose 125.95 points Tuesday 
and closed at 14,253.77, topping 
the previous record of 14,164.53 
on Oct. 9, 2007, by 89.24 points. 

The Dow record does not include 
the impact of inflation. Adjusted for 
that, the Dow would have to reach 
15,502 to match its old record. 

The last time the Dow was this 
high, George W. Bush still had 
another year as president, Apple had 
just sold its first iPhone, and Lehm- 
an Brothers was still in business. 

But unemployment was also 
4.7 percent compared to 7.9 per- 


cent today, a reminder that stock 
gains are no elixir for the economy. 

Still, the Dow high is another 
sign that the nation is slowly heal- 
ing after the worst recession since 


the 1930s. It comes as car sales are 
at a five-year high, home prices are 
rising, and U.S. companies contin- 
ue to report big profits.

Fast Recovery 

In the depths of the recession 

four years ago, few investors would 
have predicted such a fast recovery. 
Some feared another Great Depres- 
sion. Banks were collapsing, lending 
was frozen, world trade was plung- 
ing, and stocks were in free fall. 
“People thought we were going to 
relive the 1930s," says Robert Buck- 
land, chief global stock strategist at 
Citigroup. He calls the stock gains 
since “pretty remarkable." (ap)

For people older than 50, the 12 items on the “mortality index” are assigned 
points; fewer total points means better odds. The highest, or worst, score 
is a 26, which suggests a 95 percent chance of dying within 10 years.

Simple checklist can 
help doctors assess 
patients’ longevity

Want to know your chances of 
dying in the next 10 years? Here 
are some bad signs: getting wind- 
ed walking several blocks, smok- 
ing, and having trouble pushing a 
chair across the room. 

That’s according to a “mortali- 
ty index” developed by researchers 
for people older than 50. 

The researchers say their 12-item 
index is mostly for use by doctors. It 
can help them decide whether costly 
health screenings or medical proce- 
dures are worth the risk for patients 
unlikely to live 10 more years. 

It’s best to take the test with 
a doctor, who can discuss what 
the score means in the context 
of patients’ own medical history. 


The index “wasn’t meant as 
guidance about how to alter your 
lifestyle,” said lead author Dr. 
Marisa Cruz of the University of 
California, San Francisco. 

Instead, doctors can use the 
results to help patients under- 
stand the pros and cons of under- 
going screenings and treatments. 

The findings were published 
Tuesday in the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. 


Dr. Stephan Fihn, a University 
of Washington professor of medi- 
cine and health quality measure- 
ment specialist with Veterans 
Affairs health services in Seattle, 
said the index seems valid and 
“methodologically sound.” 

But he said it probably would 
be most accurate for the oldest 
patients, who don’t need a scientific 
crystal ball to figure out their days

Chavez Leaves a Void in Nation 


VP moves to solidify 
grip on Venezuela 
after leader’s death 


Caracas, Venezuela 

Venezuela’s vice president 
announced that President Hugo 
Chavez died on Tuesday, ending 
14 years of rule by the firebrand 
socialist but leaving his party firm- 
ly in control of the nation. 

Vice President Nicolas Maduro 
said Chavez died “after battling a 
tough illness for nearly two years.” 

The death apparently sets up 
a presidential election to replace 
Chavez, whose illness prevented 
him from taking the oath of office 
for the term to which he was re- 
elected last year. Under the con- 
stitution, the head of Congress, 
Diosdado Cabello, would assume 
the interim presidency. 

The announcement came just 
hours after Maduro announced 
the government had expelled two

A Venezuelan Icon 

President Hugo Chavez, 58, a former paratroop 
commander and fiery populist, spent more than 
14 years in office. His leftist politics and grandiose 
style polarized Venezuelans as he outsmarted his 
rivals, defeating a coup attempt and winning re- 
election three times. He was a savvy strategist who 
managed to turn his nearly two-year struggle against 
cancer into a rallying cry, until it defeated him. (ap) 


U.S. diplomats from the country. 

Maduro also said “we have no 
doubt” that Chavez’s cancer was 
induced by foul play by “the his- 
torical enemies of our homeland.” 

Chavez’s inner circle has long 
claimed the U.S. was behind a 
failed 2002 attempt to overthrow 
him, and he has frequently played 
the anti-U.S. card to stir up sup- 
port. Venezuela has been without 
a U.S. ambassador since July 2010. 

Maduro is Chavez’s self-anoint- 
ed successor and has been taking 
on a larger role since the leader 
urged Venezuelans to choose him 
as president before disappearing in 
early December to undergo a fourth 
round of cancer surgery in Cuba. 

Venezuela’s constitution calls 
for snap presidential elections to be 
held if Chavez dies, and some ana- 
lysts wondered whether Maduro’s 
suggesting the country was under 
attack by U.S. subterfuge might 
not be an excuse to delay the elec- 
tion and tighten his grip on power.

Metro Averts 3 Suicides 


Conductors' quick 
reactions to people 
on tracks saves Lives 

Washington 

A Metro train operator applied 
the emergency brake and was able 
to stop a train before seriously 
injuring a man who tried to com- 
mit suicide by putting himself on 
the tracks at the Ballston station 
in Arlington on Monday, author- 
ities said. 

It is the third time in less than 
a week in which operators have 
been able to stop a moving train 
before it hit people on the tracks. 


In the Monday-night incident, 
around 10 p.m., Metro officials said, 
a 44-year-old man got off the plat- 
form at the Ballston station and lay 
down on the outbound tracks. The 
operator of an oncoming train hit 
the emergency brake and was able 
to stop the train “prior to any seri- 
ous injury,” Metro officials said. 

In two other recent incidents, 
Metro train operators managed to 
stop their trains without hitting 
two people who also were trying 
to commit suicide. 

During the Friday-evening rush 
hour, a woman placed herself on 
the tracks at the Bethesda station 
and refused to move after the train 
stopped in front of her. Metro Tran- 


sit Police took her into custody, and 
she was taken to a local hospital. 

On Saturday night, a man inten- 
tionally put himself on the tracks 
at Judiciary Square, but the opera- 
tor was able to stop the train before 
severely hurting him. The man 
suffered minor injuries and was 
taken to a local hospital, Metro 
officials said. 

Metro has tried to stop suicides 
on its tracks after they spiked a few 
years ago. The agency is working 
to train employees on how to help 
prevent suicides, and it has a hot- 
line for those in need of help.

Their Best Guess 

The snowfall prediction maps for 
this storm, as of midday Tuesday, 
are stratified into bands that show 
roughly 1-4 inches on the Eastern 
Shore, 3 to 8 inches (a large margin 
of error) for the capital proper, 6 to 
12 (!) inches in the western and north- 
ern suburbs and up to 15 inches along 
the Blue Ridge. Maybe. Outtoward 
the mountains, you’re a lock for a big 
snowstorm. East of D.C., it’s hard to 
say what’ll happen, (twp) 


There's Snow Telling 


Washington 

With a major storm settling in, Wash- 
ington sits on the razor’s edge, still 
not knowing whether it will be an epic 
snowstorm worthy of the name “Snow- 
quester” or just a sloppy, wet, puddle- 
making mess. 

Snow is hard. This is a fact of mete- 
orological life. 

A forecaster has to keep track of 
many variables: The amount of pre- 
cipitation, the intensity of precipita- 
tion, the temperature, the atmospher- 
ic structure, the snow/rain line, etc. 
Any mistake will be exaggerated, and 
made glaringly obvious to anyone who 
looks out a window, by the very nature 
of snow and the way it turns an inch 
of rain into 10 inches of white stuff 
(or 6 heavy inches, or 15 or 20 or even 
30 powdery inches, depending on the 
snow’s wetness — another variable!). 

“You have to get not only the tem- 


perature right, but the temperature 
structure in the atmosphere — how the 
temperature varies with height,” says 
Cliff Mass, a professor at the Univer- 
sity of Washington. 

For example, if there’s a shallow 
warm area at the surface — where we 
walk around and wonder how it could 
possibly snow — flakes, formed high in 
the atmosphere, can still make it to the 
ground, because they need about 1,000 
feet of warm air to melt. Mass said. 

About the only thing certain about 
this storm is that the forecasters from 
the Post’s Capital Weather Gang had 
no choice but to name it Snowquester. 

Blame geography. And the Found- 
ers. In the debate over the site of the 
national capital, when this was a young 
republic, James Madison pointed out 
that a capital along the Potomac River 
would require all the northern mem- 
bers of Congress to travel 12,422 miles, 
collectively, while the southern mem- 
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bers would collectively need to jour- 
ney 12,782 miles. His point was that, 
contrary to northern fears of a “south- 
ern” capital, the Potomac site was pret- 
ty much precisely in between. 

It’s also between the Atlantic Ocean 
(warm) and the mountains (cold.) 

“We straddle the ocean and the 
Chesapeake Bay. We straddle the Appa- 
lachians. We straddle the south and 
the north,” said Chris Vaccaro of the 
National Weather Service. “We’re some- 
what in the climatological crosshairs, 
in various dimensions. At some points, 
the cold and snow win out, and some- 
times the warmer air and rain win out.” 

We’re also straddling seasons. The 
calendar says we’re still in winter, but 
the weather experts have this notion 
they call “meteorological spring,” which 
begins March 1. And so it will be a typ- 
ical spring-like snow — wet and heavy. 

It’ll also be ephemeral. Warmer 
weather’s coming hard on the heels 
of this storm. The snow will soon be 
gone, as if it never actually happened.

His playing time 
has diminished, as has his scoring 
and rebounding. Late last month, 
with the season at a critical point, 
Turgeon stripped him and junior 
Pe’Shon Howard of their roles as 
co-captains. 


Padgett didn’t complain. He put 
his head down and kept playing. 

“He’s continued to stick with 
it and gotten better,” Turgeon 
said. “He’s a great kid, will grad- 
uate.

When “Duck Dynas- 
ty” returned for its third 
season last week, it was 
greeted by an audience of 8.6 mil- 
lion viewers. Pretty good for an A&E 
reality series about bearded bayou 
brethren who manufacture duck 
calls and love to go bird hunting. 

Except that’s not what “Duck 
Dynasty” really is. Viewers who 
have ducked this show thus far, 
assuming it’s just another mock- 
ing redneck display on the order of 
“Here Comes Honey Boo Boo,” have 
it all wrong. And they’re missing out. 

Nor, by the way, is this a show 
that has much to do with the duck- 
call business, nor is it a show that 
dwells on people killing animals. 

Instead, “Duck Dynasty” (air- 
ing two half-hours Wednesday at 
10 p.m.) is a warm and witty fami- 
ly show that is more akin to a clas- 
sic sitcom than it is to the likes of 
“Buckwild.” 

Typically, an unscripted series 
aims to jolt and titillate the viewer 
with the bizarreness of its charac- 
ters and their weird lifestyle. 

By contrast, the backwoods Lou- 
isiana setting of “Duck Dynasty” 
provides colorful trappings for a 
comfortably eccentric and engag- 
ing brood. Watching the Robertsons, 
you don’t look down on them as just 
a bunch of odd ducks.

From the White House correspon- 
dents’ dinner to the Hay-Adams 
Hotel to the Museum of American 
History, two former journalists cel- 
ebrate and skewer capital living in 
their first novels. Both feature young 
women trying to launch careers in 
a city thirsty for scandal. 

In Karin Tanabe’s “The List” 
($15, Washington Square), Adrienne 
Brown gives up a cushy job and free 
couture at Town & Country maga- 
zine to live in her parents’ barn in 
Virginia, start work at 5 a.m. and 
grind out 10 online posts a day as 
a style reporter at the Capitolist —

known as the “List.” 

Tanabe, a former Politico report- 
er whose work has also appeared 
in The Washington Post, gleefully 
skewers digital media sweatshops. 

Despite its breezy, chick-lit 
tone, “The List” has more in com- 
mon with newsroom satires. When 
Adrienne asks why everyone at the 
Capitolist is so young, her colleague 


replies: “Because old people are not 
stupid enough to do these jobs. Nor 
do they have enough energy.” 

Hannah Sugarman, the heroine 
of Dana Bate’s “The Girls’ Guide to 
Love and Supper Clubs” ($14.99, 
Hyperion) will be immediately 
familiar to anyone who has read 
Jennifer Weiner or Helen Fielding. 
Hannah toils by day at D.C.’s Insti- 


tute for Research and Discourse 
(IRD), amusingly nicknamed NIRD, 
but she really loves to cook. Her pro- 
fessor mother didn’t blaze a femi- 
nist trail for her daughter to don an 
apron, so Hannah spends her days 



surreptitiously looking up recipes 
online when she should be research- 
ing economic theory. 

Relegated to an air mattress 
in a basement apartment and in 
danger of losing her despised job, 
Hannah finds new purpose when a 
friend urges her to create an under-

ground supper club. But since no 
one is going to pay money to eat in 
Hannah’s apartment, she “borrows” 
her landlord’s gorgeous home while 
he’s out of town — as well as his 
dining room table, stove, china and 
$150-a-bottie Macallan. Even when 
it becomes apparent that Hannah’s 
scheme could lead her from kitch- 
en to jail if her landlord finds out, 
she’s having too much fun to quit. 

Do not read this book hungry. 
If Bate, a former broadcast jour- 
nalist for PBS’s “Nightly Business 
Report,” served every book buyer a 
slice of Hannah’s carrot cake with 
caramelized pecan filling, toasted 
coconut and cream cheese frosting, 
she’d have the best-seller of the year.

A host of new sites 
offer steep discounts 
for your hotel stays

When Amy Eisen originally booked 
a weeklong vacation to celebrate her 
30th anniversary, she was looking 
at a $3,749 hotel bill. 

But Eisen reserved her room at 
the all-inclusive Sanctuary Cap Cana 
in the Dominican Republic through 
a new travel site, Tingo.com. Each 
day, the site automatically checked 
to see whether the hotel lowered its 
price for the nights Eisen was stay- 
ing there. Eventually, the price fell. 
Tingo canceled Eisen’s original res- 
ervation and rebooked her at the 
new, lower rate, saving her $1,874. 

“I would not have considered 
that you could continue to ask: 
Are there any discounts? Are there 
any discounts? Are there any dis- 
counts?” said the Wynnewood, Pa., 
psychologist. “I don’t think most 
people would. You book it and think 
this is the best price I can get.” 

Tingo is one of a growing num- 
ber of services that aim to save trav- 
elers money on their hotel stays. 

The site, which is owned by Tri- 
pAdvisor, says that travelers have 
a 20 percent chance of getting at

least some money back. The typi- 
cal rebate is $50, according to the 
company, but occasionally travel- 
ers get much more. 

Tingo isn’t the only site chang- 
ing the way travelers book. A host 
of new apps are offering steep dis- 
counts on hotel stays, particularly 
last-minute bookings. 

HotelTonight offers discounted 
rooms at more than 2,000 hotels via 
its iPhone and Androids apps. Each 


day at noon local time, a slate of 
rooms is released for each of the 80 
cities it currently serves. There are 
luxury hotels, hip hotels and those 
categorized as “solid” or “basic.” 

A recent search turned up the 
Bryant Park Hotel in New York. 
HotelTonight said a room there 
should cost $345 but was offering 
it for $239. (A check of the hotel’s 
own website showed $285 as the 
lowest rate.) Two hours later, the 
room was being offered for $199. 

Through its iPhone and Android 
apps and its mobile site. Priceline is 
now offering “Tonight-Only Deals.” 
The service covers approximately 
150 cities and towns around the U.S. 
on a typical evening. It only applies 
to three- and four-star hotels. Offers 
start to post at 11 a.m and rooms can 
be booked until 11 p.m. local time, 
or until they sell out. 

But as with all travel deals, 
make sure to shop around. Rates 
aren’t always cheaper on these 
apps. For instance, HotelTonight 
was offering a room at Caesars 
Atlantic City for $49 a night, 
down from the regular rate of $62 
for that night. However, a quick 
visit to the hotel’s website found a 
room for $39 thanks to an online 
promotion that was being auto- 
matically applied to all bookings.
